None of these have been
wholly satisfactory.

Experiments conducted .at Iverryes-ea- ,

Cut, and which extended over four
years, led the writer to use hard
asphaltum, grades "C" aud with
good retults.

This was applied early iu the spring,
to badly infested trees from which
the bcicrs had not beep dug. It was
found that a thick coating pieveuted
both the p and the entrauee
of about 85 ;ier cent, to US per cent,
of the Insects

Aspliullum does not penetrate,
crack, dctciiotutc or bind the tree,
tlace it yields .'o the slightest press-
ure. Four years of experimenting
have not shown the least lujury.

The material Is applied warm with
a brush from five inches below to five
inches above tho ground. Two coat-
ings are generally su Helen t unless the
bark is very rough, but Iu auy case
a thick, uniform covering Is absolutely
necessary for the test results. A con-
venient way to handle the asphaltum
is to mount an iron kettle on the run-
ning gear of an orchard truck and sus-
pend bepeath it a theel iron apron as
a fire box. Keep hard asphaltum in
the kittle all the time so that the
melted asphaltum will uot get too hot
to carry tu nuull containers add apply
directly lo the trees. In the fall throw
away the toil from the trees aud dig
